Tennis, one of the best games, has always been 
favored’ by Victorians, and thé Victoria Lawn 
Tennis Club has played {ts part in the advance- 
ment of the game, However, I agree with the 
editorial and letters which,advocate more good 
“hard courts which can be played on during a 
major part of the year 

The-game of tennis has changed. much over 
the last 30 years, and lawn courts with today's 
type of fast, hard play, cannot stand up, and 
mediocre tourts because of bad bounces, etc, 
remove much of the zest from the game. It Is 
better to play on a good hard court than on a poor 
lawn, Construction of hacd courts has improved 
in latler years and, with our climate, the ipkeep 
would be small 

For the sake of youth and the game, I hope the 
elty authorities can be prevailed upon to discuss 
this matter with the Provincial Government, get 
some assistance from the recreational educa- 
tlonAl grant (te which the Dominion Government 
also contributes), and bulld a goodly number of 
hard courts, and-then see that youth is properly 
encouraged and trained to “play up and play the 
game.”
